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HISTORY OF THE UNIVERSITY OF PITTSBURGH 


‘The University was first chartered, February 28, 1787, as the Pitts- 
burgh Academy, the oldest chartered institution of higher learning on 
the North American Continent west of the Allegheny mountains and 
north of the Ohio River. In February, 1819, the University received 
a second charter under the name, Western University of Pennsylvania. 
‘By this charter it was given power to grant baccalaureate degrees. In 
1908, through permission of the courts, the name was changed to the 
University of Pittsburgh. 


The University granted its first degrees in 1823. Early in the 1840" 
engineering courses were offered and law degrees were granted. In 
1865, through legislative act, the Allegheny Observatory was conveyed 
to the University. Here Samuel P. Langley, distinguished for solar 
research and for early experiments in the science of aeronautics; 
James Е. Keeler, who discovered the moons of Saturn; and other 
prominent astrophysicists and astronomers have conducted research 
that has made the University of Pittsburgh's Allegheny Observatory 
known over the world. 


Beginning with 1892 several schools have been added to the older Col- 
lege and Engineering School, granting undergraduate and graduate de- 
Sehool of Medicine, 1892; School of Law, 1895; School of 
Mines, established in 1895 by legislative act; Schools of Dentistry and 
of Pharmacy, 1896; School of Economics, 1910 (since 1923, the School 
of Business Administration); School of Education, 1910; Graduate 
School, 1912 (although graduate courses and graduate degrees had 
been offered in the 1880's in liberal arts and in science); Summer Ses. 
sion and Evening School, 1907; Extension Division, 1913; Mellon Insti- 
tute, 1913; Research Bureau for Retail Training, 1922; University 
Medical Center, 1926; Bureau of Business Research, 1931; Falk 
Elementary School, a progressive school for elementary education, 
1931; School of Applied Social Sciences, 1938; School of Nursing, 1939; 
Research in the Natural Sciences, 1944. 


The University maintains at Johnstown, Pennsylvania, a resident 
center for more than 730 full-time junior college students and ap- 
proximately 125 part-time evening students. 


‘The University, offering the usual degrees, undergraduate and gradu- 
ate, has been co-educational in all its schools and departments since 
1895. 


PITT FOOTBALL CAPSULE PREVIEW OF 1953 


Pitt's 1953 football team, despite the fact that Coach Red Dawson in 
his second year has 23 lettermen returning, in addition to reinforce- 
ments from an undefeated fresh team, will be hard pressed to equal 
the record of the 1952 squad. 


‘That record, featuring wins over Notre Dame, Army, Ohio State, 
Indiana, North Carolina State, and Iowa, was very satisfactory, but 
inexperience in the middle of the line, plus uncertainty in the back- 
field, could cause the Panthers trouble in early games, although by 
mid-season they should be on a par with the 1952 outfit. 


‘The schedule, however, calling for West Virginia, Oklahoma (these 

beat Pitt last fall), Nebraska, Notre Dame, Northwestern, 
North ‘Carolina State, and Penn State (it gave 
t), is demanding to say the least. 


Spring drills were only fairly satisfactory. When the 20 days of ad- 
Justing tothe one platoon setup were finished there still remained such 
unsolved problems as the selection of a quarterback, the lack of a 
right half to replace Bill Reynolds, and the absence of experienced 
guards and centers. 


Coach Red Dawson isn't worrying much about his ends. Captain Dick 
Deitrick is back from the offensive platoon and had no trouble picking 
up the defensive assignments. On the left side there is a three way 
battle between John Paluck, a rugged sophomore, Joe Zombek, for 
defensive standout, and Bob McQualde, а junior letterman. 


Eldred Kraemer, an All-American selec- 
tion who played both ways is back and will be at the right side unless 
shifted to a guard, and Lou Palatella, a two year defensive regular 
will be on the other. Bill Schmitt,” a sophomore letterman, Bill 
Cessar, defensive regular last year, and Howard Linn, a strong 
sophomore, give adequate replacement strength here. 


Sophomores will man the guard posts. Glen Tunning and Ed Stowe 
were starters at the end of spring drills, backed up by Rudy Grunder 
and Al Bolkovac, with junior John Cenci, a non-letterman still in the 
running. 


Bob Ballock, a non-letter winning junior, on the basis of speed and 
experience may have first call on the center spot, but will be backed 
up by two sophomores, Ed Bose and Gary LeDonne. 


Top back will be Bobby Epps, stocky senior fullback. A threat inside 
or outside and a good receiver, he picked up linebacking assignments 
quickly. He can be a national standout should he continue to improve. 


Despite the fact that Billy Hoffman and John Jacobs, who alternated at 
left half, return, the makeup of the rest of the backfield is uncertain. 


Chester Rice and Richie McCabe, regular defensive halfbacks last 
fall looked fairly good on offensive assignments, and Ray DiPasquale 
and Gene Steratore, a couple of sophomores showed flashes. No one 
back, however, stood out over the others. 


Missing due to injuries were Ray Ferguson and Joe Capp, a pair of 
veterans, either one of whom could fit into the picture. Capp was an 
offensive regular in 1950, and Ferguson a defensive halfback and line- 
backer for two seasons. 


Pitt's quarterbacking was erratic last year, but both Rudy Mattioli 
and Pete Neft, who ran the team, are back and should be improved. 
Henry Ford, regular safety man for two seasons, is running even with 
them, and his defensive ability may give him the necessary edge.

Nine members of the probable Sooner starting eleven were starters 
last year, either offensively or defensively, which assures Wilkinson 
of the necessary experience in the right places, and there are a half 
dozen sophomores running behind them, including tackle Bo Bollinger 
and fullback Bob Burris both tabbed as future greats.

Northwestern's hopes for advancing in the В Теп standings this fall 
hinge on ahigh-geared offense keyed around the passing of quarterback 
ick Thomas.

These hopes depend upon how much improvement the Wildcats show on 
defense. In 1952, Northwestern averaged three touchdowns per game 
but its opponents averaged four. Coach Bob Voigts is keeping his 
fingers crossed on this score. 


Eight points were all that separated the Wildcats from victory inthree 
games as they bowed to Minnesota 27-26; Ohio State 24 to 21, and 
Wisconsin 24 to 20. 


Return of 27 lettermen including 12 offensive or defensive regulars 
provides an experienced nucleus. Last year's freshmen produced 
several who will land starting assignments. 


Offensively, the Wildcats will build around the passing of Thomas and 
the receiving of end Joe Collier. This pair collaborated on eight TD 
passes last year. Collier caught 34 passes for 650 yards, a Big Ten 
record.

Biggest boost to the Wildcat running attack is expected to stem from 
two sophomores,’ Bob McKeiver and Jim Troglio. McKeiver may 
provide the Wildcats with the break-away type of runner lacking in re- 
cent seasons. Besides his speed and shiftiness he is a fine kicker and 
passer.

LOWELL “RED” DAWSON, Head Coach 


Lowell Dawson is a native of Minneapolis having been born there on 
December 26, 1906, but he attended high school at Three Rivers, 
Wisconsin, and then went to college, about as far down the Mipsissippi 
э is possible -- at Tulane University. 


He was the regular quarterback for Tulane under Bernie Bierman in 
1929, 1930, and 1931. In those three years the Green Wave lost only 
three games, one to USC in the Rose Bowl, captured two Conference 
titles, and tled fora third. He followed Bierman back to Minnesota 
when the latter became head coach there in 1932. He was assistant 
coach of the Gophers through the 1935 season, and then again headed 
for New Orleans and Tulane, this time as head coach. 


Ав head man at Tulane from 1936 through 1941, his teams won 36 
games, lost 19, and tied 4. His 1939 team lost its only game to Texas 
А & M in the Sugar Bowl by а 14-13 score. 


He was back at Minnesota as assistant coach to Dr. George Hauser 
during the war years, 1942-1945, and then moved to Buffalo as head 
coach of the Buffalo Bills in the All-American Conference in 1946. 


In 1949 he shifted to Michigan State as backfield coach to Biggie Munn, 
remained there through the 1951 season, while the Spartans were hav- 
ing their greatest football days, and then accepted the head job at Pitt 
in January of 1952. 


In his first year his team won six games and lost three, the fastest 
start any Pitt coach has had since Pop Warner in 1915. 


He is married and has three daughter: 


JOHN MICHELOSEN, Backfield Coach 


John Michelosen, who joined the Pitt staff in 1952 as defensive coach, 
started out at Ambridge High School where he was a WPIAL football 
and basketball star in 1933. 


He entered Pitt in 1934, playing on the freshman team and then moved 
to the varsity in 1935, taking over as the starting quarterback under 
Jock Sutherland that year. 


He spent three years as the regular field general and backed up the 
Tine on defense, winding up as captain of the 1937 team. During those 
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three years the Panthers lost only two games, and were in four score- 
less ties, and included a Rose Bowl win over Washington among the 
wins. 

He was an assistant backfield coach at his alma mater in 1938, moved 
to Brooklyn in the National League as backfield coach to Sutherland 
їп 1940 and 1941, took time out for three years service in the Navy, 
coming out as а Lieutenant, and then returned to Pittsburgh as as- 
sistant coach of the Pittsburgh Steelers in 1946. 


When Sutherland died in 1948, Michelosen took over as the youngest 
head coach in the league. 


He is married and has three children, two boys and a girl. 


ROBERT TIMMONS, End Coach 


End Coach Bob Timmons is serving his seventh year on the Pitt 
coaching staff. A native of Pittsburgh, he started at Allegheny High 
School, moved on to Pitt for a year of freshman ball under Dr. Skip 
Gougler, then spent three years under Jock Sutherland, pairing with 
Joe Skladany at the ends in 1933. 


Last winter he was named to succeed Dr. Н. С. Carlson as varsity 
basketball coach. 


He graduated from Pitt in June 1934 and received his masters degree 
in 1938, 


In 1934 and 1935 he coached high school football and basketball at 
Smithfield, Ohio, and in 1936 moved to New Brighton High School as 
football and basketball coach where his high school record showed 29 
wins against 12 losses. 


їп 1999 he was named head coach at Indiana State Teachers and won 5 
and lost 3. The following season he won 7 and tied 1, winning the 
State teachers college championship. 


He entered the Navy in 1943, and that fall played at Iowa Pre-Flight 
under Don Faurot. 


He served in the Pacific in 1944 and 1945 as Aviation Engineering Of- 
ficer on an escort carrier and also had shore based tours with a 
squadron. 


He returned to Indiana State after leaving the service. His complete 
record there shows 27 wins against 12 losses. 


He is 40 years old, is married, has two children, a boy, now a Pitt 
sophomore, and a girl. 
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ERNIE HEFFERLE, Line Coach 


Ernie Hefferle joined the Pitt staff in the summer of 1951 as freshman 
coach, but when the freshman rule was waived for that season he 
moved into the varsity picture, then handled the varsity line for Coach 
Red Dawson this past spring, and will continue to work with the of- 
lens ive eleven this fall. 


Hefferle,a native of Herminie, played his college football at Duquesne, 
where he caught а pass that won the Orange Bowl game from 
Mississippi State in 1937. 


He coached at Sewickley Township from 1937 through 1940, where his 
teams won 25, lost 10, and tied 4. 


Moving to Tarentum in 1941, he won 50 games, lost 13, and tied 4. 
He took a three-year leave of absence in 1942 to serve in the Navy. 


He has a Masters degree from Pitt, and is past president of the 
Western Pennsylvania Football Coaches Association. 


He is married and has three girls. 


BOB FRIEDLUND, Line Coach 


Bob Friedlund is an Illinois native who was educated in New York and 
Michigan, and whose coaching experience has been in Iowa and Penn- 
sylvania, 


Friedlund, а native of Galesburg, Illinois, attended high school at 
Schenectady, N. V. and prep school at Peakskille Military Academy. 


He was an end for Charley Bachman at Michigan from 1939 through 
1941, and was on the basketball and track teams also. 


A reserve officer, he entered the service in 1942 and taught and 
‘coached football at Fort Benning and then served overseas as a liaison 
on General MacArthur's staff in the Pacific. He holds a reserve 
‘commission in the Infantry. 


їп 1946 he played half the season with the Philadelphia Eagles, then 
coached at Bethlehem High School. 


‘The following year he joined Al Kawal at Drake. Kawal had been line 
coach at Michigan State during Friedlund's last year there. When 
Kawal moved to Temple in 1949, Friedlund went with him. 

He came to Pitt in the summer of 1952. 

He is married and has two sons. 
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STEVE PETRO, Freshman Coach 


Steve Petro, who will handle the freshmen this fall, came to Pitt from 
Johnstown High School, and played three years as a regular guard 
from 1936 through 1938. 


A volunteer helper during spring drills in 1950, when Len Casanova 
took over as head coach, he was made Junior Varsity Coach that fall, 
‘and then served as assistant line coach with the varsity in 1951. 


‘After graduation he played two years of professional football for 
Brooklyn, while working for the Bethlehem Steel Corp. He entered 
the service in 1942, serving first with the Air Forces and then in 
Intelligence. 


Upon his return he went back to the steel industry and stayed out of 
football until the spring of 1950 when he decided to get his certifica- 
tion in teaching. 


He is married and has two children. 


WALTER CUMMINS, Asst. Freshman Coach 


Walter Cummins played his high school ball at Greensburg and entered 
the University in 1942, playing on the freshman team that year, 


Before he had a chance to move on to the varsity, he entered the вег- 
vice and served in the Army for three years before returning to the 
University. 


He was a regular for three years, playing end under Wes Fesler in 
1946, and then was an end and defensive center for Mike Milligan in 
1947 and 1948. 


He worked for his Masters degree in 1950-51, and then joined the staff 
as assistant freshman coach and assistant to the Director of Athletics 
in 1952. 
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A SHORT RESUME OF PITT FOOTBALL 


Pitt football began when the University was known as the Western 
University of Pennsylvania in 1890, but the Panthers did not begin 
their march into the front line powers for another decade. 


In 1904 the Western University of Pennsylvania eleven, broke into its 
first winning streak. Sparking this team was Joe Thompson, later 
Colonel Joe Thompson of World War I fame. 


‘Thompson took over as coach after his graduation, and in 1910 turned 
ош an undefeated, untied, and unscored on eleven, Ву now football 
was firmly established in Pittsburgh. 


In 1914 under Joe Duff, brother of the present Senator Duff, the 
Panthers were prepared for the event of Pop Warner, the next season 
by losing only one game. 


Not until mid-1919 did the Blue and Gold bow in intercollegiate com- 
petition. ‘Thirty-two consecutive victories were recorded. 


It was the 1916 Pitt team that turned up with an innovation, for which 
millions of football fans have since given thanks. In addition to being 
undefeated, the Panthers, under Warner, were the first to wear num- 
bers 


During this period the first Pitt All-American appeared. Bob Peck in 
1915 and 1916, and still rated as one of the great All-Time All. 
‘Americans at center, Tom Davies, at halfback, and Leonard Hilty at 
tackle in 1918 were some of the stars of the era. 


Famous then, and more famous later, players were a big Scotch guard 
by the name of Jock Sutherland; the 1917 captain and end, now Dr. 
H. C. Carlson, for 31 years head coach of basketball at his alma 
mater; and Tiny Thornhill, who went on to coach Stanford's Rose Bowl 
teams. 


Perfect seasons were out after 1919 for a while, but they still were 
winning years. Herb Stein, a center, joined the list of All-Americans, 
and Harvey Harmon played a lot of tackle. 


In 1924 Warner left, and Jock Sutherland began a 15 year regime, 
which started slowly but ended with the Panthers firmly ensconced 
among the mighty. 

Only 20 games were lost during this period, and another 11 were tied. 
Eastern titles came in 1925, 1927, 1929, 1931, 1932, 1934 and 1937. 
Four times the Panthers showed in the Rose Bowl, winning the final 
game in 1937 against Washington. 
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All-Americans during the period were Ralph Chase in 1925 at tackle, 
Gibby Welch at halfback in 1927, Getto at tackle in 1928, Ray 
‘Montgomery at guard and Joe Donchess at end in 1929, Jess Quatse at 
tackle in 1931, Warren Heller at halfback in 1932, Joe Skladany at end 
in 1933, Doe Hartwig at guard and George Shotwell at center in 1934, 
‘Averell Daniell at tackle in 1936, Marshall Goldberg at halfback and 
‘Tony Matisi at tackle in 1937, and Goldberg and Bill Daddio at end in 
1938. 

Sutherland left in 1938 and the Pitt power fell off for the next ten 
years. Charley Bowser was succeeded by Clark Shaughnessy who held 
sway during World War П. Wes Fesler brightened the picture in 1946, 
and was followed by Mike Milligan who turned in the first winning 
teams of a decade in both 1948 and 1949. 


When Milligan resigned in 1950, Len Casanova came in to take over 
for that year, but left the following summer. In 1951 Athletic Director 
Tom Hamilton took over as head coach in the interim, and then in 
January of 1952 Lowell Dawson was named. 


Dawson got away to a fast start, winning six including Notre Dame, 
‘Army, Ohio, Indiana and Iowa among the victims, and losing three. 


Оп the All-American rolls since Sutherland were Ralph Fife, a guard 
їп 1941, and Bernie Barkouskie, guard in 1949, and Eldred Kraemer 
at tackle in 1952.

‘The University of Pittsburgh 120 piece Varsity Marching Band is com- 
posed of undergraduate men of the various schools of the University. 
Under the direction of Robert L. Arthur, it has grown to reach its 
present level of excellence that has brought the acclaim of sports- 
writers, commentators, and fans who have named it one of the top 
bands in the nation. In its pre-game, half-time, and post-game shows 

the band emphasizes precision marching and high stepping, couple 

with tricky dance maneuvers and а modern, fast cadence of approxi- 
mately 180 steps per minute. 


All of the music played is especially arranged for each performance 
by Assistant Director Ben E. Benack. 


The matched gold set of instruments used by the band was purchased 
ав а gift by the late E. V. Babcock of Pittsburgh and are valued at 
$45,000, are serviced by the band's own custodian of instruments, and 
are cared for by the band members to whom they have been assigned. 
The blue and gold uniforms with their white trim complement the gold 
matched instruments to create the appearance of uniformity on the 
field. 


For a week prior to the beginning of the fall semester, the 120 bands- 
‘men, plus alternates, directors, librarians, managers, custodians, 
drum-major, and photographer, move into camp for a one week train- 
ing session. They spend thirteen hours а day at hard work in prepara- 
tion for the football season. Here the elements of precision are 
drilled intoeach member until they become second nature. The band's 
motto is "Every man a complete show". 


This year, in addition to its regular appearances at all Pitt home 


games, the band will accompany the team to the Northwestern and 
Virginia games away from home.
